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PURPOSE 

ACLU is the only national organization devoted 
solely to the preservation and strengthening of the 
freedoms guaranteed to us under the Bill of Rights. 

There are many special interest groups, public 
officials, and private citizens who feel our consti- 
tutional guarantees of freedom of inquiry and ex- 
pression, due process of law and equality before 
the law should be denied to certain citizens whom 
they consider undeserving of them. They feel they 
have the right to decide who is or is not "deserving." 

We believe, as our founding fathers believed, that 
no one should have the privilege of deciding who is ( 
deserving of the rights guaranteed to us under the i 
Constitution. These rights belong to all Americans 
—without exception. 

We believe an infringement on the civil liberties 
or civil rights of anyone, even those whose ideas or 
beliefs may be abhorrent to us, sets a pattern 
which marks the beginning of the end of our 
democratic way of life and is the first move toward 
a totalitarian state. The next time someone may 
decide you are "undeserving." 



During its many years of existence ACLU has 
found that the image of those who are considered 
"undeserving" seems to change with the times, 
depending upon the pressures with which we are 
confronted. These pressures are usually economic, 
political, or religious. 

In the 1920s it was labor union organizers; in 
the early 30s it was anti-union employers; in the 
late 30s and 40s, German and Japanese-Americans; 
and in the 50s and 60s, communists. 

There are those who ask why we most often 
defend the unpopular— communists, 'facists, crimi- 
nals. It is because these are the people who are 
most often denied their civil liberties. 

ACLU as a group is not interested in the political 
ideologies or even the guilt or innocence of those 
it defends. We are interested only if the issue in- 
volves an infringement on civil liberties or civil 
rights. 

We come to the aid of a George Lincoln Rockwell, 
a Dorothy Healy, or a General Walker, not because 
we agree with the ideologies of these people, but 
because we believe everyone has the right to the 
constitutional guarantees of freedom of expression 
within the limits prescribed by law. 

We defend a Caryl Chessman, not because we 
condone crime, but because we believe every- 
one has the right to the constitutional guarantees 
of the due processes of law— a fair and speedy trial, 
and adequate defense, and protection against cruel 
and unusual punishment. 

We fight for the elimination of religious practices 
in public schools, not because we are against re- 
ligion, but because we believe that the Constitutional 
guarantee of separation of church and state is the 
best way to ensure freedom of religion for all. 

And, of course, we are against discrimination be- 
cause we believe in the constitutional guarantees of 
equality before the law for all men regardless of 
race, creed or color. 



what we do 



Impetus for ACLU action is ' provided by many i 
sources. ACLU members themselves are "watch- • 
dogs" for violations of constitutional rights, and / 
often report such incidents to theExecutive Director 
or the Legal Action Committee. Lawyers, or their 
clients, may seek aid on points of constitutional law. 
Often a newspaper clipping; radio or TV broadcast 
will provide the springboard for ACLU intervention. 

The Court [ 

The main area- of ACLU's work is in the courts 
where constitutional issues are argued according to 
judicial procedures. We may supply counsel for the 
person whose civil liberties have been denied or we 
may submit a "friend of the court 11 brief which ar- 
gues the constitutional question at stake. 

The Community 

Many times we point out how a law or regulation in- 
fringes on a constitutional right by conferring with 
officials of a government agency, a legislator, or an 
administrator. 

We may protest violations of civil liberties by send- 
ing a letter or telegram to the responsible agency. 

The Legislature 

When Congress and the state legislature are in ses- 
sion, ACLU maintains an active legislative program 
supporting those measures which may strengthen 
the Bill of Rights and opposing those which offend 
civil liberties. 

The Public Forum 

We also take part ih public educational activities 
through newspaper publicity, radio-TV appearances, 
public meetings, pamphets, magazine articles and 
"Open Forum", our monthly newspaper.

ACLU is a national organization with headquarters 
in New York. It was founded in 1920 by Roger Bald- 
win to combat violations of the Bill of Rights due to 
post-war hysteria directed against political dissenters. 

Among the original founders were Jane Addams, 
Clarence Darrow, John Dewey, Morris Ernst, Felix 
Frankfurter, Arthur Garfield Hays, Helen Keller, 
Rabbi Judah Magnes and Monsignor John Ryan. 

Today there are 33 regional affiliates of the na- 
tional organization with some 60,000 members. Of 
these, 7,500 are associated with ACLU of Southern 
California— the second largest affiliate. 

Each affiliate has chapters which carry the work 
into the local communities.

The ACLU works to defend, maintain and extend the civil liberties and 
rights guaranteed by the Bill of Rights and the Constitution. It needs and 
welcomes the support of alt those-and only those-whose devotion to civil 
liberties Is unqualified by approval of totalitarian practices. 
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swear that they did not and would not belong to any organ- v# 
ization advocating such action. And is not the present effect, 
regardless of the original purpose, chiefly to intimidate 
people — more especially the young whose careers are 
ahead of them — from joining any group which discusses 
subjects from an unconventional point of view which may 
later become officially suspect? As a matter of fact, one 
does not have to join a listed group to be open to harass- 
ment; passing on one of its pamphlets or periodicals would 
constitute "distribution" which is equally proscribed, and 
what happens then to freedom of thought or expression? 
What happens to the government service when only the 
timid conformist cares to apply or is able to pass through 
the screening process? 

THE INDIVIDUALIST 

Many people have gone through experiences, some on 
battlefields and some in prisons, which have given love of 
country a meaning far beyond the ability of words to 
capture. Others have tried to think through for themselves 
just what their country means to them, an exercise likely to 
make a person's loyalty even more profound and thought- 
ful. Still others — and America is the richer for them — are 
just born individualists, stubbornly resisting every effort 
to regiment them. Such experiences, or such a temperament, 
may well make a man unwilling to sign someone else's 
official loyalty statement as his own, the more so when pre- 
sented to him as an ultimatum with loss of job or scholar- 
ship as the alternative. And if he does sign under duress, 
of what real value is it? 

WHAT IS TRUE LOYALTY?" 

In fact, the more we believe that the highest loyality is 
expressed in a man's whole life, the less significance we will 
attach to his willingness to repeat a set form of words as- 
serting it. Can we imagine, for example, a greater loyalty 
than Gandhi's to his faith, to his own people, and to human- 
ity, lived without benefit of any formal oath? On the other 
hand, there are people who proudly proclaim their own 
Americanism and denounce the patriotism of men like 
Franklin Roosevelt, George Marshall, Earl Warren, and 
D wight Eisenhower; yet these men have themselves taken 
a solemn oath of allegiance and have believed profoundly 
that they were serving their country loyally. Without our- 
selves taking sides we can ask: If the noblest patriotic 
sentiments, as embodied in any oath, can be interpreted in, 
such diametrically opposite fashions by any substantial 
numbers of people, how can we suppose that any formula 
gives us grounds for a meeting of minds on the basic 
question of what constitutes true loyalty? 

LOYALTY IN CRISIS 

It is clear that a loyalty oath is no insurance against 
a change of allegiance if underlying conditions change. 



Robert E. Lee, as all would acknowledge today, was a 
man of undoubted honor. In the crisis of 1861, how could 
such a man forswear the oath of allegiance to the Union 
which he had taken as a West Point graduate? It was simply 
that in the soul-shattering civil struggle all the terms^of re- 
ference for that oath, for loyalty itself, were changed. What 
about the British subjects who signed the Declaration of 
Independence, the Germans who felt that in fighting against 
' Hitler they were fighting for the true Germany? Whenever 
there is a great contest for the minds of men, there will be 
controversy over whether the institution which formerly com- 
manded their loyalty still has the moral right to do so, or 
whether it has lost some essential quality which justifies men 
in transferring their loyalty to a new one. (The moral judg- 
ment of future generations is likely to be greatly influenced 
by which one in fact prevails.) It is a question which in 
every new set of circumstances needs to be illuminated by 
open discussion, as objectively as possible considering how 
charged it is with emotion and how subjective the ultimate 
values are. But one thing is certain: the man who believes 
he can capture the essence of loyalty in any pat formula 
has learned nothing from history and is an unreliable guide 
for the future. 

WHAT UNDERLIES LOYALTY? 

Not only is an oath meaningless in identifying the con- 
sciously disloyal; not only does it alienate many of the most 
thoughtful who see loyalty as something not to be imprison- 
ed in set phrases; perhaps worst of all, by fostering the 
notion that loyalty is something that can be coerced instead 
of something that must be earned, it makes Americans far 
less ready to identify and to deal with the true problems 
of a changing world. The device of the loyalty oath has 
become popular as the challenge of Communism has grown. 
It tends to equate Americanism with a negative and often 
sterile anti-Communism rather than with a positive concept 
based on justice and liberty for all. Every kind of protest 
against war or social injustice, every piece of social leg- 
islation especially during the last three decades, has been, 
by some people at some time, labelled "Communist" or 
"Un-American" or "Subversive". Such accusations have 
probably not been accepted by the majority of Americans, 
but they have left some mark. To the extent that they have 
done so it is an indication of a country morally weak and 
unsure of itself; a vital society sure of its high purpose rises 
* above formal creeds, has no use for informers and heresy 
trials. To the extent that we seek to resolve our problems 
by intimidation and inquisitorial methods, and by appeals to 
the forms of patriotism rather than by enlarging the justice, 
liberty and moral purpose on which loyalty must be ground- 
ed, to that extent we truly betray America. And in doing so 
we betray humanity whose future generations need the 
ideals for which America has stood. 
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THE PROBLEM 

In a growing number of situations in America today an 
individual is required by the Federal, state or local govern- 
ment to take a "loyalty oath" or sign a disclaimer of sub- 
versive intentions, a non-Communist affidavit, or similar 
statement.* For example, when fears are expressed that the 
Peace Corps might be "infiltrated by subversives", someone 
proposes as a safeguard that every recruit take a loyalty 
oath. It seems plausible to many people that such a con- 
dition should be attached to certain kinds of government 
jobs and benefits. They perhaps feel that at worst it is a 
harmless formality. So they are surprised when someone 
says that although he is a loyal American he has a con- 
scientious objection to taking this kind of oath. They may 
wonder whether it is really conscience, or lack of patriotism 
or worse. Since conscience is "the sense of right and wrong 
as regards things-for which one is responsible", its dictates 
do not necessarily follow the rules of logic, and the object- 
or's personal reasons for his stand may fail to satisfy his 
critics. Another, although willing personally to comply with 
legal requirements, feels a growing uneasiness about the 
whole loyalty-oath procedure, yet finds it difficult to for- 
mulate his doubts clearly. The present personal statement 
is an attempt to examine the logical basis for these object- 
ions and doubts. 

I myself believe that true loyalty is expressed in a way 
of life and not in a form of words. I am profoundly grateful 
for the freedom and opportunity which, as an American, 
I have shared. I have tried to express my complete loyalty 
to my country in meaningful acts of service and in construc- 
tive efforts to extend this freedom and opportunity to others. 
I could not, freely and willingly, sign a loyalty oath myself, 
for the reasons which follow. I share the 300-year old 
testimony of the Religious Society of Friends against oaths 
of any kind, as implying a double standard of truth not 
consistent with complete integrity of life; a double standard 

*For the sake of simplicity the single term "loyalty oath" is usually used 
in the following paragraphs, although a large family of these requirements 
has grown up bearing a variety of names and varying considerably in 
form and legal effect. The 1948 City of Los Angeles loyalty oath is one 
of the most detailed but unfortunately too long to quote here. The follow- 
ing is the disclaimer affidavit required, in addition to an oath of alleg- 
iance, for the Student Loan Program under the National Defense Education 

Act: "I, , do solemnly swear (or affirm) that I do not believe in, 

and am not a member of and do not support any organization that 
believes in or teaches, the overthrow of the United StCttes Government 
by force or violence or by any illegal or unconstitutional methods. I here- 
by authorize and cause this affidavit to be filed with the United States 
Commissioner of Education, in conformity with Section 1001(f) of the 
National Defense Education Act of 1958, and certify that the statements 
made by me herein are true to the best of my knowledge and belief." 



referred to in the Biblical injunction "Swear not at all." How- 
ever, many others besides Quakers oppose loyalty oaths.** 
Therefore this analysis is set forth on general grounds which 
I hope will have some meaning for all regardless of religious 
belief. 

WHY A LOYALTY OATH? 

When a man is required to take a loyalty oath, presum- 
ably it is believed that his patriotism can in some degree be 
measured by his willingness to subscribe to a given form 
of words, or that it in some way promotes the security of 
our country. The problem of loyalty vs. treason or subversion 
is of the greatest importance, but it is also extremely com- 
plex, and answers which oversimplify it are bound to be 
misleading. The "loyalty oath" approach to the question, 
even though it may be advanced by sincere and well-mean- 
ing persons, has serious weaknesses which nullify their best 
intentions. It not only fails to screen out those who may be 
most dangerous, but at a deeper level weakens rather than 
strengthens the ability of our people to face with a sense of 
unity the challenges which confront us. 

WHAT IT DOES NOT DO 

We should first note that the person consciously commit- 
ted to espionage, subversion, or betrayal of his country 
in any form will not hesitate to agree to whatever statement 
he may be called upon to sign; indeed he will be anxious 
not to draw attention to himself. If in fact his concurrence 
is taken to have any significance whatever regarding his 
loyalty, it simply makes his work that much easier by divert- 
ing suspicion away from himself. The penalty for a false 
statement will not be as great as the penalty for treason or 
other serious crime for which he could be convicted. If the 
individual is not a criminal, then an oath will have legal 
consequences only by entrapping a person who has not 
committed a crime but who has had unpopular thoughts or 
associations. 

OATHS FOR SPECIAL GROUPS 

We have arrived at our present situation through the 
practice of singling out for a special oath one specific group 
and then another — teachers, applicants for scholarship aid, 
and so on. These target groups are usually made up of 
people whose work is primarly in the realm of ideas.* Is it 
fair to say that the imposition of such oaths often reflects an 
underlying suspicion of intellectuals? At any rate, it is part 
of a reaction which seeks to deal with possibly dangerous 
ideas by insulating people from non-conformist thinkers, 

**For example, 29 colleges and universities have refused to accept funds 
under the National Defense Education Act so long as the disclaimer 
affidavit quoted above is required, and 60 other institutions have 
participated under protest. 
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rather than by exposing error to the light of open debate. 
Special oaths are a reflection on the loyalty of one segment 
of the people. By assuming that everyone in the group is 
disloyal unless he clears himself, rather than accepting the 
presumption of loyalty which has hitherto bound our citizens 
together in mutual confidence, they accentuate mistrust and 
suspicion rather than relieving them. These special oaths are 
frequently opposed by pointing out the unfairness of seg- 
regating one group while other government employees or 
beneficiaries are not similarly treated. This is certainly true, 
and its simple appeal to the American sense of fair play 
may be effective when a specific bill aimed at one particular 
group is under consideration. On the other hand, this object- 
ion does not truly reach to the heart of the problem: there 
are those who would simply say, "If the idea of the oath is 
good let us extend it to every class of public servant and 
government beneficiary." This can in turn be rebutted by the 
reductio ad absurdum: "What, extend it to street cleaners, 
and to depositors in banks insured by the FDIC?" But then 
the argument centers not on whether the oath is desirable or 
harmful in itself, but on what cases it should be applied to. 
So we need to pursue our analysis further. 

LOYALTY AND ALLEGIANCE 

We have been discussing the various special oaths of 
loyalty, disclaimers of subversive intention, and the like. Do 
the same arguments apply to the simple oath or affirmation 
of allegiance to the United States? When a foreign-born 
individual adopts American citizenship, he should certainly 
state publicly and for the record that he now owes alle- 
giance to the United States and to no other power. A person 
who enters into a position of trust and responsibility under 
the government is expected, with Constitutional precedent, 
to affirm his allegiance. When one registers to vote he may 
rightly be asked to affirm his citizenship status. On the other 
hand, the elaboration of an oath or statement beyond the 
minimum required by the circumstances; the needless multi- 
plication of the occasions when it must be taken; requiring 
the oath so as to limit to citizens some right or benefit 
(such as scholarships or public housing) which ought to be 
available to all residents: any of these developments are 
open to objection even though technically only a simple 
"oath of allegiance" is involved. 

THE LOYALTY OATH AS A STANDARDIZED OFFICIAL 
DEFINITION OF PATRIOTISM 

The heart of the problem is what is sought to be ac- 
complished through the tendering of any oath. The loyalty 
oath seeks to set an official standard of patriotism to which 
everyone is to conform. We need to realize that the form 
of any given oath simply represents the view of some body 
of legislators or government officials as to what loyalty 



* or patriotism means to them. We know that words mean 
quite different things to different people, even when we 
are dealing with physical objects and events. How much 
more is this true when treating of such a complex and 
subjective quality as loyalty? For example, some years ago 
the "Pledge of Allegiance to the Flag" was amended so that 
it now reads "one nation, under God". Quite aside from the 
question of whether this pledge should be a required 
routine in our public schools or elsewhere, is it not clear that 
this statement is subject to widely divergent interpretations? 
Does it mean that we officially recognize a loyalty to the 
laws of God as higher than obedience to the laws of our 
country? If so, who is to determine when there is a conflict 
— the courts, the church, the individual conscience? Such 
questions might be capable of definitive answers, but cer- 
tainly repeating the pledge itself does not begin to provide 
them. 



"If there is any fixed star in our Constitutional constellation, it is 
that no official, high or petty, can prescribe what shall be orthodox 
in politics, in nationalism, religion, or in other matters of opinion, 
or force citizens to confess by word or act their faith therein."

LOYALTY OATHS AND FREEDOM 

The contradiction between the American spirit of indivi- 
dual freedom and the spirit of the loyalty oaths and their 
kindred is so basic that this brief statement cannot begin to 
touch on all its implications. In 1787 Thomas Jefferson 
wrote to James Madison: "A little rebellion now and then is 
a good thing." What would he have thought of the loyalty 
oath? Would the FBI have cleared him for government ser- 
vice? It is popular to think of the loyalty oath as a weapon 
against conspiracy. Once it was a conspiracy to organize 
in a labor union. Suppose at that time people had been 
required as part of a loyalty oath to swear that they would 
never join a labor union? Is it right to try to perpetuate in 
an oath a particular set of current ideas about what con- 
stitutes permissible thought or behavior? The Attorney- 
General's list of subversive organizations includes commit- 
tees for the legal defense of various persons. Let us assume 
that the beneficiaries or the promoters were Communists or 
Fascists; what happens to the right of any person to a fair 
trial if others fear that they may get into trouble later by 
contributing to their defense? The whole Certificate of Non- 
Affiliation which relates to this long list of organizations 
raises several questions: Is it not akin to an ex posf facfo 
law, punishing a person for a past connection with an or- 
ganization which was only called into question at a later 
date? Once the example is set, where do we stop? Various 
Southern states, equating moves for racial equality or inte- 
gration with subversion, have required state employees to

The primary purpose and goal in "holding -this conference is to' ■ 
establish a power "base and an alternative political force to the 
present California Democratic Party and the California Republican 
Party. In the call to hold the conference the suggested topics of 
discussion were the anti-war demonstration, the recent San Francisco 
riots, reaction to the "ultra right," the Watts uprising, growth of - - 
Welfare-Rights groups, Neighborhood Poverty Councils and other grass 
roots movements, plus other" related topics. 

__ C(I) . T f e conference was called to order at approx. 6:30PM, FRIDAY, 
bjiJ-r. 30, 1966a There were approx. 2300 persons in attendance. The 
auditorium of East Los Angeles College was filled to capacity and 
£t n y °J h ®0^?S, ns were . standing on the side lines. Professor 
STANLEY SHEINBAUM acted as Master of Ceremonies for the beginning 
of the conference. A short introduction was given as to the purpose 
of the conference. It was stated that an alternative was needed to 
the present political parties in' the State. It was also stated that 

Statewide Conference on Power and Politics was initiated by . 
CALBOKNlANS for LIBERAL REPRESENTATION. A series of speakers then 
presented various views regarding contemporary California politics 
and what should be done. ' Among these speakers was RICHARD CALDERON." 

RICHARD CALDERON presented a minority rights report. He stated 
that during the recent campaigns in the primaries in California the 
Mexican-Americans and other minority groups did not effectually cam- 
paign their voting block in electing representatives of minority 
groups. ^ He said that although in some Assembly Districts and some 
Senatorial Districts there was an overwhelming proportion of minority' 
groups such as Mexican-American but the percentage of the vote was . *'. 
not sufficient to elect. a candidate. CALDERON gave a series of sta- • 
tistics to support his facts. He stated that it was time for the 
minority community to awake to the fact that by voting in block votes 
they could directly affect California politics.- . 

. \ EASON MONROE of the Southern California ACLU then spoke'.' ,'.•,;' 

Just . as EASON MONROE was about to begin his -comments a large ." - 
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demonstration of approx, 25 persons carrying picket signs took 
place. They entered the auditorium at the southwest entrance and 
marched through the, auditorium while proceedings were taking plage. 
The purpose of the demonstration was a protest against the actions 
taken by OPAL JONES in her relationship with her fellow employees 
in the War on Poverty. They alleged -that OPAL JONES fired a Mexican- 
American for insufficient reasons. The demonstrators were quite 
noisy and finally left after approx. 7 to 8 minutes of demonstra-' 
ting. 

EASON MONROE then commented that one avenue of civil liberties 
was letting other, persons .with whom you disagree voice their opinion. 
MONROE, in. his comments to the conference, stated that a great deal 
of work was needed in the area of civil liberties. He stated that 
many persons were still being prosecuted under "witch-hunt" and MC- 
CARTHY type laws,. He stated that persons of liberal persuasion must 
work diligently to assure that the rights of the people are not taken 
by the "ultra -right" and reactionary elements in the State and Federal 
government. . .. . 

Professor ROBERT S CHEER was then introduced. • ■ - 

Professor SCHEER was a Congressional candidate in the 7th C.D, 
of California in the recent primaries. SCHEER » s campaign was based 
primarily as a peace candidate and a peace ticket. However, many 
other things were involved, such as the war in Vietnam, war on po- 
verty, jobs and other topics. . 

SCHEER presented his case stating that the war in Vietnam was 
a dirty and immoral war. He strongly urged all persons to demand 
that the Federal government bring the troops home as soon as pos- 
sible. The United States had no right to impose its will upon all 
the countries in the world. .

OPAL JONES then spoke on the topic of poverty. OPAL JONES ' 
presented various comments on the activities now taking place ©n 
the war on poverty in Lbs Angeles county.

DOLORES HUERTA, an officer in the NATIONAL FARM WORKERS AS-

an active member in the Delano strike vrtiich has been the spark plug " 
for attempting to organize the farm workers throughout the State 
of California. DOLORES ' HUERTA gave a short analysis of what has 
been taking place during the strikes and what is planned for the 
future. She stated that the farm workers are ready, willing and . - '/■' 
able to organize. All that is needed is the impetus, the time, • 
effort and money to contact these various farm workers not only 
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throughout the State' of California but throughout the Western States 
in the Country. She praised CESAR CHAVEZ for his leadership in not 
only helping organise the strike in its earlier stages but also in

JULIAN BOND began his comments by referring to the beginning 1

BOND then read a sexvies of quotations which he had amassed re& 
garding civil rights in the United States* These quotes were from 
the 1700s through the l£00s and to the present date the 1900s. o % 
his quotes he referred to several men* One in particular, W.*E,. B. 
DuBOIS. DuBOIS STATED that no whit© man could be free in the United 
States and have com plete " freedom until each and every black man 
in the United States also had freedom. DuBOxS commented that as 
long as the white man attempted to * rob black people of their man- 
hood there would -never be. complete tranquility and brotherhood ia . - "

JULIAN BOND also commented on the war in Vietnam. He stated 
that millions upon millions of dollars were b$ing spent in Vietnam / 
to destroy and kill people./ This money could well be put to much 
better use here in the United States to help fight poverty and un~ I, 
employment throughout the country.

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Professor STANLEY SHEINBAUM gave a short rundown of the ac-

SIMON CASABT made a few opening remarks and informed persons 
attending the conference that various discussion groups were now 
being held/ He also gave them an approximate evaluation of the na- 
ture of the various workshops and also how the persons should con- 
duct- themselves in these workshops. 

The primary topic of discussion for the morning workshop was 
political action, unity and organisation. The conference was di- 
vided into approx. 40 workshops.

Another major point that was discussed in this Mexican-American 
workshop was the the redisricting of the County. That is, that tho 
present system of five members of the Board of Supervisors be extend- 
ed to 15 members. This then would give the Negro community and the 
Mexican-American community a much better chance to get their repre- 
sentatives elected, • 

A dinner break was then taken, from 5:00pm until shortly after 
7i00pm, At that time the general body of the conference reconvened 
in the auditorium,- ' . . 

The evening session then reconvened with the general body being 
present. . A series of announcements and formalities then took up the 
early part of the session. Probably the- most important topic of the" 
conference was the discussion on the main floor. 

The topic under, consideration was whether the conference should 
or should not endorse a candidate for Governor of the State, The 
electoral Action representative committee of the conference then sub-^ 
mitted its report and recommendations. However, the recommendations 
presented in the report were not suitable to a large segment of those 
attending the conference. Suggestions ; made by the • electoral action 
representative committee stated that no proposal or no endorsement ' 
should be made one way or the other regarding BROWN and REAGM. 

A political science professor from VALLEY STATE COLLEGE , and the, 
Los Angeles area, then arose to. propose a motion. He oroposed that 
neither BROWN nor REAGAN should get an endorsement from this confe- 
rence and the possible future force that this new political force i 
would represent. In other words, neither BROWN nor REAGAN should be 
endorsed for governor but that both be boycotted. This caused a j- A 
major split in the conference. A vote was then taken to determine ; , 
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whether this resolution should pass or not. The vote itself took 
over one hour and 15 minutes. The vote had to be taken over and 
over again since there was great millingaround during the counting 
of the votes. £n the final, analysis the proposal to boycott both 
BROWN and REAGAN -gas passed. This was led by the ROBERT SCHEER 
, forces from the Bay area and other related persons. As soon as this 
action had been taken PAUL PERLIN and many others who had firmly ta- 
ken the position that no endorsement whatsoever should be made and 
no official policy .should be taken by the group walked out of the 
conference. Several hundred- persons, at a minimum, then boycotted 
the conference by walking out. 

Episcopal Bishop JAMES PIKE had commented prior to the voting 
that all persons involved in the conference should ce-evaluate their 
position regarding BROWN; that in the final analysis BROWN should be 
supported. He was soundly booed by several hundred persons for tak- 
ing that position. 

Thus, the report on proposals on electoral action was somei*hat • 
drastically changed- from- its intended form. Among the things that 
were left was that a conference member should participate in work for 
those candidates on the State and local level who were substantially 
in agreement with the issues acted upon by the conference. That is 
to say, those candidates who were against the war in Vietnam should 
be supported among other things. . 

Other proposals for changing the future structure of the con- 
ference should take place. It was* suggested that a liaison be set 
up between the people and organizations to represent the council. 
Such as a form of a newsletter or monthly periodical. A call should 
be made for a statewide meeting in the near future to specifically 
organize the form and structure of the organization and the new group 
should be known as The CALIFORNIA COORDINATING COMMITTEE f or NEW 
POLITICS. , 

After all this voting and discussion had taken p!ace the hour - 
was late. It was well after 10:30pm so MIKE HANRON suggested that 
other proposals and other debate be postponed until the following • • 
day. His motion was carried. The conference then adjourned for ! 
the evening. -

The attorney gen'eral has 
drafted new provisions for the 
state's obscenity laws which 
would establish a presumption of 
scienter or knowledge on the part 
of a book dealer or distributor 
that a book was obscene and thus 
make prosecutions more easy. 
Present state law requires that 
the prosecutor prove a dealer 
knew, a book was obscene before 
he, can be convicted for selling 
such a work.
